dinky wagon, to enable it to carry 
such large packages. 
Mr. Hitchcock 
in his recommendation, sa ys: 
“ The 
service will not require the appoint­ 
ment of more carriers, for those a l­ 
ready employed have the necessary 
equipment in the way of horses and 
wagons.”

accommodate the mail carrier and 
his foot-warmer.
